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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 11/16/06 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

It is argued, at page 3 of the remarks, that "Perino includes no express or inherent description of a retainer with at least one 
receptacle that is configured to receive and edge of at least one semiconductor device"; "Perino does not expressly or inherently describe 
that the clip 430,830 actually includes a receptacle configured to receive an edge of a semiconductor device"; and "it is not necessary, or 
inherent, that the clips 430,830 of Perino include a receptacle configured to receive an edge of a semiconductor device". However, it is 
inherent that a retainer 830 having at least one receptacle configured to receive another edge of the at least one semiconductor device 
840 in order to retain the semiconductor chip in the base because fig. 9 does show the edge of the semiconductor device formed in the 
clip 830. Note, lines 49-50 in column 10 of Perino teach that a retaining clip 830 for helping to retain chip 840 in base 810, are cited to 
support for the inherent position. Thus, applicant's claims 14-16.19-21 do not distinguish over Perino reference.. 
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
